DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 and 12-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant invention is drawn to a system and method for recording call detail 

management information or records for call occurring in an Internet call waiting environment. 
The recorded management information are provided to the Internet call waiting service provider 
to assist the provider in efficiently managing the provided call waiting services that concerning 
the provisioning and execution of the ICW service on which accounting, fault and performance 
management activities, e.g. for improving the service levels. 

Prior art of record failed to teach or fairly suggest the method and system for logging 
management information during a call completion process in an Internet call waiting 
environment as provided in claims 1 and 13.
